Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I have  the  honour  to  submit  a Yearly  Report 
coupled  with  the  usual  tabular  statistics  relative  to  sickness  and 
mortality. 

The  population  on  1st  January  was  21,017,  which  by  increase 
of  births  over  the  deaths  reached  at  middle  of  the  year  21,231  upon 
which,  as  you  are  all  aware,  is  taken  as  a mean  for  calculating  the 
General,  Zymotic  and  Birth  Rates. 

The  General  Death-rate,  having  regard  to  all  conditions  of  the 
district,  habits  of  life,  occupation,  &c.,  may  be  taken  as  satisfactory, 
being  15-8  per  1,000.  The  rate  for  year  before  was  14-8,  and  the 
increment  is  due  to  two  causes — deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  and 
those  coming  under  non-classified  causes.  Column  2,  Table  IV.,  will 
at  once  indicate  this. 

The  Zymotic  Rate  shows  a more  favourable  point,  being  2-4 
as  against  3-0  for  1906,  and  2-3  and  2-6  for  the  two  years  previous. 
In  this  also  that  now  one  must  consider  that  it  includes  all  Diarrhoeal 
mortality  from  Table  V. 

The  Birth-rate  was  a little  over  33  per  1,000,  and  shows  annually 
a small  decline. 


The  Infantile  Death-rate  was  higher  by  15  on  the  mean  for 
three  previous  years  but  3 less  than  for  average  of  decade  1897-1906, 
owing  practically  to  deaths  from  non-classified  diseases. 

The  number  of  illegitimate  children  born  was  28  (14  of  each 
sex),  viz.  : — Central  W.  12,  South  2,  East  7,  West  7 ; and  there 
were  deaths  amongst  this  class  under  one  year  of  age  : — East  3, 
West  3,  Central  2. 

Thirteen  deaths  were  uncertified,  6 being  under  one  year  ; and 
of  violent  deaths  we  had  1 suicide,  3 fall  of  roof  in  mines,  1 drowned, 
and  1 tram  car  fatality.  Deaths  in  institutions  of  persons  belonging 
to  the  district  were  : — 11  in  Wigan  Infirmary,  8 in  Workhouse,  1 
Liverpool  Hospital  (Women),  and  1 Liverpool  Royal  Infirmary. 
In  your  Isolation  Hospital  we  had  6,  viz.  : — 4 from  Diarrhoea,  1 
Enteric,  1 other  causes  ; the  second-named  being  that  of  a non- 
resident. 

Old  Age. — I may  still  retain  a line  in  reference  to  this  which 
varies  little  yearly  : — 55  persons  dying  over  65  (27  m.,  28  f.),  with 
average  of  life  72  years. 

Mortality  at  Subjoined  Ages. — Under  one  year  122  ; one  to  five, 
55  ; total  five,  177  ; five  to  fifteen,  7 ; fifteen  to  twenty-five,  16  ; 
twenty-five  to  sixty-five,  71  ; sixty-five  and  up,  55  ; total  159. 
Gross  336.

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Dual  Notification  occurred  twice.  The  voluntary  notification 
of  Phthisis  commenced  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year  before. 

(“  C ”)  Ward  Mortality  from  infectious  disease  will  be  found 
in  Table  IV.,  and  the  (“  D ”)  Isolation  in  Hospital  from  the  five 
different  Wards  will  be  seen  in  Table  III. 

The  Patients  in  Hospital  at  the  end  of  1906  were  : — 

Scarlets  2 (discharged  Jan.  5 and  Feb.  3 respectively). 

Diphtheria  3 (discharged  Jan.  10,  Feb.  15  and  19  respectively). 

Enteric  1 (discharged  Jan.  12). 

During  the  year  there  were  admitted  : —

Diphtheria  40  (died  4).  ,,  ,,  36 

Enteric  8 (died  2).  Relieved  1.  „ ,,  5 

One  of  the  last  turned  out  to  be  non-Enteric  in  character  and 
died  of  a huge  internal  abscess,  verified  by  necropsy.  Another  case 
had  been  isolated  at  Wigan,  and  family  removing  to  Ashton  case 
got  in  here  suffering  chiefly  from  vein  trouble.  Tracheotomy  or 
operation  of  opening  wind  pipe  as  a last  resource  to  save  life  was 
performed  twice — one  recovering. 

The  average  stay  in  Hospital  for  Scarlets  work  out  to  6|  weeks  ; 
a little  over  3 for  Diphtheria  ; and  6 for  Typhoids  (not  including  the 
case  specially  referred  to). 

Medical  attention  was  distributed  as  follows  : —

Small-pox. — We  had  an  entire  freedom  from  this  dangerous 
form  of  disease  ; one  too  so  easily  carried  by  tramps  and  others 
travelling  from  place  to  place.  Provision  for  isolation  exists  should 
occasion  arise.

Scarlet  Fever. — The  observations  I have  made  in  previous  reports 
practically  apply  now — mild  and  unrecognised  forms  proving  fresh 
sources  of  infection  and  subsequent  propagation  of  the  trouble. 
There  can  be  little  doubt  as  to  the  part  indiscriminate  visiting  plays 
in  the  spread  of  infective  sickness.  Taken  monthly  it  is  not  always 
very  pointed  but  the  notification  register  later  on  shows,  by  sequence, 
how  sickness  travels  along  houses  in  continuous  rows  and  the  popu- 
lation densest.  The  greatest  incidence  as  to  locality  was  in  Central 
and  East  Wards  : along  Old  Road,  part  of  Bolton  Road,  Heath 
Bane,  and  off  streets  about  here  chiefly  concerned  as  regards  first 
named  ; and  right  along  Bolton  Road  mainly  regarding  East  Ward. 

Time  incidence  varied  little  except  as  to  July  and  December, 
in  which  two  months  the  returns  were  lowest.  Age  attack  appears 
to  be  greatest  from  I to  5 years,  but  quite  a noticeable  number  of 
adolescents  were  affected.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  we  had 
50  cases  less  than  in  1906,  and  the  mortality  absolutely  nil — a few 
cases  of  malignant  character,  as  evidenced  by  severity  of  the  throat 
trouble,  did  well  under  serum  treatment,  verifying  last  year’s  remark 
as  to  its  power  in  quelling  the  septic  condition,  and  so  preventing 
asthenic  conditions  which  lead  to  fatalities.  Sixty-four  per  cent, 
were  treated  in  Hospital. 


Diphtheria. — We  had  a slight  increase  (6)  notified  over  the  total 
for  previous  year,  attended  with  2 more  fatalities.  It  occasionally 
happened  that  both  Scarlatina  and  Diphtheria  were  running 
concurrently  in  one  subject  ; further  also  in  some,  medical  aid  was 
only  sought  late  on,  thus  rendering  less  chance  of  successful 
treatment.  It  is  here  strongly  in  evidence  too  that  its  incidence 
very  closely  followed  the  same  localities  or  districts  as  Scarlet  Fever  ; 
and  regarding  period  of  year,  was  heaviest  in  the  first  quarter  with 
39  cases,  second  with  25,  third  with  22,  and  fourth  with  20  ; so  that 
the  decline  was  very  gradual  and  slow.  Age  attack  was  greatest 
at  subjoined  ages — 5 to  15.  Removals  to  Hospital  was  about  equal 
to  38  per  cent.  Mortality  nearly  17  per  cent.,  or  approaching  1 for 
each  2,000  of  the  population. 


In  reviewing  the  nature  and  general  characteristics  of  these 
two  diseases  I feel  certain  that  from  the  insanitary  surroundings 
found  through  minute  inspection — the  large  bulk  of  which  consisted 
of  some  defect  in  connection  with  the  waste  pipe  and  gullies, 
dampness  of  walls,  &c. — must  account  a good  deal  for  continuance. 


Typhoid.— Cases  of  such  were  less  by  8,  with  1 fatality  only, 
that  being  an  imported  one  and  isolated  from  an  overcrowded  van 
on  the  Market  Square.  Climatic  conditions  most  probably  had 
effect  in  lowering  the  number  of  cases.  It  will  be  obvious  that  the 
mortality  from  this,  one  of  the  seven  chief  Zymotic  Diseases,  was 
appreciably  low. 
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Diarrhoea  Mortality. — Table  IV.  now  includes  all  deaths  from 
Diarrhoeal  causes  (infants  referred  in  Table  V.)  and  was  low  at  that, 
being  0'8  against  i -43  and  1 -5  for  the  two  previous  years  respectively. 
We  had  no  “ summer  ” sickness  in  this  relation  and  looking  to  the 
influence  of  improper  dietary  and  the  general  rearing  of  infants  it 
is  to  be  hoped,  through  the  advocacy  and  help  of  your  Lady  Inspector 
under  the  Notification  of  Births’  Act,  we  may  derive  considerable 
benefit. 

Erysipelas  does  not  call  for  special  comment,  the  cases  notified 
being  15  against  24  and  21  for  two  previous  years.  Several  were  of 
a traumatic  character,  i.e.,  in  connection  with  injury. 

Puerperal  Fever  was  much  on  a par  as  in  past  few  years.  Under 
the  Midwives’  Act  very  great  stringency  with  improved  discipline 
under  the  Inspector,  must  perforce  be  of  great  advantage  as  regards 
attention  and  cleanliness  during  the  Puerperium  periods. 

Respiratory  Diseases  were  markedly  in  evidence  throughout  the 
year,  and  as  showing  the  treacherous  climatic  conditions  we  had  more 
deaths  in  the  summer  quarter  than  any  other  ; for  instance  there 
were  9 fatalities  from  Pneumonia  in  July  against  2 in  December. 
From  both  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  the  total  in  March  quarter 
was  19  ; June,  14  ; September,  20  ; December,  13  ; total  66. 

The  Death-rate  was  slightly  higher,  viz.  : — 3-1  against  2-73. 

I have  in  the  past  referred  to  the  influence  of  damp  surroundings, 
wet  unpaved  streets  and  approaches  to  properties,  and  I would  like 
to  point  the  fact,  that  of  the  sum  total,  fatalities  occurred  thus  : — 
Monica  Street  1 (half  paved),  Barber’s  Square  4 (poor  condition), 
Haydock  Street  1 (unpaved-bad),  Church  Terrace  1 (unpaved)  ; near 
above,  Heath  Lane  4.  Peter  Street  1,  New  Street,  Mill  Street  1 
(damp  surrounding),  Summer’s  Yard  (poor  condition),  Albert  Street 
(unpaved),  Stone  Croft  Terrace  1 (bad  state),  Pretoria  Road  1 (recently 
finished),  Old  Road  2 (also  completed),  Wigan  Road  2,  Ladysmith 
Avenue  1 (recently  done).  Wigan  Road  (148,  192,  403,  442) — 
Alexandra  Terrace  1 (unpaved),  Skelton  Street  2 (recently  finished), 
Sougher’s  Street  2 (recently  finished).  Long  Lane  2 (proximate  to 
where  subsidence  caused  so  much  trouble),  Toothill  Street  1 (unpaved), 
Long  Lane  to  Gillacre  2.  Bolton  Road — Orchard  Street  1 (very  bad 
indeed),  Reservoir  Street  2 (very  bad  indeed),  Edge  Green  Street  3 
(unpaved),  North  Street  2 (rough)  ; also  Bolton  Road  9 (from  178  to 
583).  Back  Beech  Tree  Houses  1 (unpaved). 

Measles,  which  became  very  prevalent  in  October,  1906,  still 
continued.  St.  Oswald’s  Infant  School  was  closed  on  December 
14th,  and  that  of  the  girls  on  the  21st.  Holidays  passed  over  also 
but  infection  had  not  ceased,  till  on  January  23rd  of  this  year  St. 
Thomas’  Infant  School  was  closed  closely  followed  by  that  of  the  girls. 
Cases  however  kept  cropping  up,  when  in  November  Whooping 
Cough,  Measles  and  some  Chicken-pox  so  interfered  with  school 
routine,  both  at  St.  Peter’s  Infant  and  Park  Lane  Unitarian  Infant 
Department,  that  I deemed  it  advisable  to  close  them  for  a period  of 
three  weeks  from  November  26th.  Since  then  it  appears  to  be 
subsiding.

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Pertussis  was  pretty  persistent  up  and  down,  and  claimed 
n victims.  Medical  aid  does  not  seem  to  be  sought  as  much  as  one 
would  naturally  expect  for  the  relief  of  sufferers. 

Tuberculosis  (all  forms)  exhibits  a rise  of  0-5  over  the  previous 
year’s  rate.  Of  41  deaths  9 were  under  one  year,  and  the  same  at 
ages  from  1 to  5.  I may  observe  here  that  with  respect  to  the 
possible  association  of  tubercular  influences  from  cattle,  after  forming 
bye-laws  and  regulations  regarding  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  it  was 
finally  decided  to  empower  your  Sanitary  Inspector  to  call  in  a 
veterinary  surgeon  to  advise  on  cattle  suspected  of  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis.  This,  along  with  an  improvement  of  cowsheds, 
thorough  supervision  as  to  water  supply,  drainage,  ventilation, 
lighting,  cleanliness,  &c.,  will  in  all  probability  exert  a power  for 
good. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. — In  March  I went  up  to  Glasgow, 
and  by  the  kindness  of  Dr.  Chalmers  and  his  assistant,  saw  a 
considerable  number  of  cases  in  Hospital.  Having  regard  to  the 
circular  from  the  Docal  Government  Board  and  the  information 
gained  by  my  visit,  I suggested  notification  ; this  being  sanctioned, 
such  was  made  operative  for  a period  of  six  months.  Fortunately 
no  case  occurred  here. 

During  the  year  I reported  to  your  monthly  meetings  on  the 
following  : — 

February  6th. — The  usual  Death  and  Birth-rates  for  January. 
St.  Thomas’  Infant  and  British  Schools  closed  on  account  of  Measles. 
Reported  the  following  Insanitary  Property  : — 23,  Stonecroft  ; 
64  and  68,  Nicol  Dane  ; 298,  Golborne  Road  ; 2,  Sumner’s  Yard  ; 
Beech  Tree  Houses.  Drainage  at  Stock’s  Fold  dislocated. 

March  6th. — Usual  Statistics  re  mortality,  notifications  and 
births.  House  to  house  visitation  in  North  Ward  by  self  and  Sanitary 
Inspector,  reporting  fully  thereon.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
gave  particulars  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  cases  seen  in  Glasgow, 
and  suggests  notification  of  this  disease  that  due  precaution  might 
be  taken.  Bolton  Road  sewage  disposal  scheme  reported  on,  and 
suggesting  the  matter  be  deferred  for  further  consideration. 

April  r\th. — Monthly  rates  satisfactory.  Ward  inspection  still 
going  on.  Annual  inspection  of  workshops  and  bakehouses  com- 
menced. Steps  taken  under  Midwives’  Act,  1902,  and  a midwife 
suspended  from  duty  for  a time.  Inspected  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  near  St.  Luke’s  School  with  your  Surveyor. 

May  1 st. — Amongst  the  usual  rates  reported  infantile  death-rate 
abnormally  high.  Inspections  in  South  Ward  being  carried  on. 

June  11th. — General  health  and  rates  of  district  satisfactory. 
East  Ward  inspection  nearly  completed. 


July  ii  th. — Satisfactory  mortality  rates.  A midwife 
suspended  from  duty  for  a week,  whilst  necessary  disinfection  of  her 
clothing  carried  out.  Measles  still  very  prevalent,  but  no  death 
registered  therefrom  but  its  seqnelae  Whooping  Cough  affecting  a 
number  of  children.  Percentage  of  school  absentees  not  large 
enough  to  justify  closure.  Results  of  East  Ward  inspection  given 
in  detail. 

August  $th. — Usual  monthly  rates  given.  A case  of  tracheo- 
tomy performed  on  a very  bad  case  of  Diphtheria  in  Hospital  with 
very  satisfactory  result.  House  in  Docker  Dane  unfit  for  habitation. 
A sewage  nuisance  at  the  “ Poplars,”  Town  Green,  remedied.  A 
new  quilt  and  blanket  having  been  through  the  disinfector — presented 
to  the  Committee  for  inspection.

September  12 th. — Favourable  health  report.  Detailed  report 
of  West  Ward  inspection  given. 

October  10 th. — Very  favourable  report  for  third  quarter  of 
year.  Death-rate  from  Diarrhoea  considerably  less  than  previous 
year. 

November  1 \th. — Higher  death-rate,  chiefly  owing  to  Diarrhoea. 
Central  Ward  inspection  being  carried  on. 

December  12 th. — Reported  the  usual  monthly  rates.  Zymotic 
rate  still  rather  high  (4-2).  St.  Peter’s  Infant  and  Park  Dane 
DTndenominational  closed  on  account  of  Chicken-pox,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Measles  being  prevalent.  Some  insanitary  property 
previously  reported  on,  advised  to  be  remedied  without  delay. 

January  gth,  1908. — Very  satisfactory  death-rate  for  December. 
Fatal  case  of  Enteric  in  Hospital  (from  a travelling  van).  Central 
Ward  inspection  completed. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  it  was  resolved  that  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector  should  make  a house  to 
house  inspection  throughout  the  district — Ward  by  Ward — and 
report  bi-monthly.  This  was  carried  out  (excepting  the  most  modern 
and  best  dwellings)  and  entailed  no  inconsiderable  amount  of  time 
and  trouble.  The  defects  and  unsatisfactory  condition  found, 
resolved  themselves  very  much  on  a par  in  each  Ward,  these 
consisting  of  inefficient  state  about  gullies  (defective,  broken,  blocked, 
undished,  and  non-aproned  by  waste  pipe)  ; defective,  short,  or 
distorted  waste  pipes  from  slopstones  ; want  of  limewashing,  mostly 
of  ceilings  ; perished  condition  of  interior  walls — many  of  the  party 
walls  being  badly  cracked  through  subsidences  ; bad  yards  ; want 
of  pointing  at  doors  and  window  frames  ; dilapidated  spouting, 
roofing,  &c.,  causing  dampness  (mostly  applying  to  annexes  of 
cottages).  To  my  mind  this  work  should  ultimately  prove  a valuable 
means  of  reducing  sickness  and  proportionate  mortality. 
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The  details  requiring  remedial  measures  are  somewhat  varied 
and  the  numbers  voluminous  ; their  character  may  appear  to  some 
at  first  sight  trivial,  minor  things — matters  capable  of  delay. 
Another  aspect  is  the  probable  difficulty  of  getting  owners’  orders 
carried  out  over  such  a wide  area  simultaneously,  as  builders  and 
contractors  called  upon  to  do  specified  work  in  a short  limit  period 
could  not  meet  it,  hence  to  obtain  the  resultant  benefits  which  we 
may  reasonably  anticipate,  systematic  and  strenuous  efforts  must 
be  made  in  following  up  the  work  which  has  been  done. 

Credit  must  be  given  for  what  has  been  done,  and  some  of  the 
largest  owners  keep  men  regularly  employed.  A goodly  number  of 
cottage  yards  have  been  brick  paved. 

Subsidences  are  a perpetual  source  of  trouble,  causing  property 
to  give  and  crack  ; pipe  lines  get  broken  and  dislocated  ; sewers 
dropping  and  sagged,  leading  to  trouble  from  the  drains. 

The  thorough  formation  of  new  and  old  streets,  plus  flagging 
of  the  footpaths,  viz.,  Old  Road,  and  streets  off  it  ; Edelston  Street, 
Skelton  Street,  Sougher’s  Street,  Rose  Hill  Street,  are  conspicuously 
to  the  fore  in  showing  a vast  improvement  from  a public  health  view. 

Sewage  effluents  by  “ Thresh’s  ” tests  I found  satisfactory. 

Both  water  supplies  are  good  and  on  the  constant  service 
system — interferred  with  occasionally  only  during  repairs,  &c. 
Disposal  of  refuse  is  continued  under  the  “ tip  ” system,  and  should 
be  abolished  as  soon  as  we  can  see  our  way. 

Workshops  and  bakehouses  have  as  usual  been  inspected  and 
attended  to. 

Slaughter-houses  have  had,  at  the  specified  times,  attention  ; 
and  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  have  also  been  under  our  observation. 

There  are  no  cattle  markets  or  knackers’  yards  in  the  district, 
or  any  offensive  process  of  trade. 

Several  old  dilapidated  houses  have  been  pulled  down  ; and 
some  others  (condemned)  are  under  notice  for  erasement.
